3 . AS OF 1100 HOURS LOCAL, EMBASSY VANS HAD PICKED 
UP SOME 220 U.S. CITIZENS OVER THE LAST FOUR DAYS 
AND DELIVERED THEM TO THE AIRPORT. WE HAVE VISITED

RECEIVED YET ANOTHER REQUEST FOR PICK-UP AT THE

HAVE SENT OUT ANOTHER VAN. 

4. CITY BUSES WERE SIGHTED MAKING RUNS TO THE 
AIRPORT AND THE LIDO AND OLYMPIC HOTELS HAVE 
SHUTTLES TO THE AIRPORT AS WELL. FORTUNATELY, BY 
1500 HOURS, GAS SUPPLIES WERE ONCE AGAIN AVAILABLE

7. THE UNITED NATIONS HAS EVACUATED ALL DEPENDENTS

8. WHILE SEARCHING FOR A SOURCE OF GASOLINE,

SURVEYS OF THE CENTER CITY, ENDING ABOUT 1500. IN 
THE EARLY AFTERNOON, THEY WERE ABLE TO DRIVE DOWN 
CHANGAN JIE TO JUST WEST OF THE BEIJING HOTEL BEFORE 
A TRAFFIC POLICEMAN INDICATED HE HAD TO TURN NORTH 
OR SOUTH; TIANANMEN SQUARE REMAINS CORDONED OFF. 
THERE ARE STILL SOME BURNED OUT TRUCKS NEAR THE 
BEIJING HOTEL AND THE STREET IS TORN UP FROM TANK 
AND APC MOVEMENT. CREWS WERE WORKING TO CLEAR THE 
AREA BY THE HOTEL, WHERE BANNERS ARE STREAMING FROM 
THE ROOFTOP WITH. SLOGANS UPHOLDING THE FOUR CARDINAL 
PRINCIPLES AND WISHING LONG LIFE TO THE "GREAT, 
GLORIOUS, AND CORRECT CHINESE COMMUNIST PARTY. 1 ' 
CHAOYANG STREET WAS CLEAR FROM THE FOREIGN MINISTRY 
TO AT LEAST THE NORTH SIDE OF ZHONGNANHAI . THE 
USUAL COMPLEMENT OF GUARDS WAS POSTED AT NORTH AND 
WEST ENTRANCES TO THE LEADERSHIP COMPOUND. THE 
SOUTH SIDE OF THE SECOND RING ROAD WAS CLEAR, 
INCLUDING THROUGH PAST CHONGWENMEN TO QIANMEN SOUTH 
OF TIANANMEN SQUARE. TANKS LINED UP EIGHT ABREAST 
BLOCKED ENTRY TO THE SQUARE ON EACH BORDERING 
STREET. THE WEST SIDE OF THE SQUARE BY THE GREAT 
HALL OF THE PEOPLE APPEARED CLEAR OF TROOPS, WHILE 
ON THE EAST SIDE BY THE MUSEUM ABOUT 200 YARDS 
BEHIND THE TANKS WERE SEVERAL TROOP TRUCKS. SUPPLY 
TRUCKS WERE OBSERVED PARKED IN THE SQUARE NORTH OF 
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JUNE 8 1630--RETURN 



MAO'S MAUSOLEUM, AND PEOPLE WERE TALKING WITH TROOPS 
ON THE SOUTH END. THE CAPITAL HOTEL IS BLOCKADED BY 
FENCES . 

9 . ALTHOUGH BURNED-OUT VEHICLES WHICH HAVE BEEN IN 
MANY INTERSECTIONS NEAR THE SQUARE SINCE SUNDAY HAVE 
GRADUALLY BEEN HAULED OFF TO SIDE STREETS OR PARKING 
AREAS, AT LEAST SEVEN TWISTED, BURNED-OUT BUSES 
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PARTIALLY BLOCK THE MAJOR INTERSECTION OF XIDAN AND 
CHANGANJIE, SITE OF SOME OF THE HEAVIEST FIGHTING 
LAST WEEKEND. CREWS WERE MOVING IN TO BEGIN PULLING 
THE WRECKAGE APART, BUT VEHICLES REMAIN CRUSHED 
AROUND LIGHT POLES AND UP AGAINST STOREFRONTS. A 
NARROW OPEN LANE THROUGH THE INTERSECTION WAS 
CROWDED WITH BICYCLISTS AND ONLOOKERS. CONTINUING 
EAST, THE FUXINGMEN INTERSECTION AT CHANGAN HAD A 
HEAVY MILITARY PRESENCE WITH TROOPS AND PLA TRUCKS. 
WHEREAS EARLIER IN THE AFTERNOON THERE WAS NO 
REACTION TO EMBOFF'S PRESENCE IN THE AREA OF THE 
BEIJING HOTEL AND CHANGAN JIE, BY MID- AFTERNOON THE 
PAP APPEARED UNHAPPY THAT EMBASSY CAR WAS THERE AND 
WAVED IT THROUGH QUICKLY. CHANGAN JIE INTERSECTIONS 
WERE BLOCKED BY PEOPLE'S ARMED POLICE AND TROOPS 
WERE MARCHING WEST TOWARDS THE SQUARE, BLOCKING CAR 
PASSAGE FROM THE WEST. 

10. THE TRAIN STATION APPEARED TO BE FUNCTIONING 
NORMALLY WITH NO TROOPS VISIBLE OUTSIDE. TAXIS AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PEDICABS WERE PLENTIFUL AT THE STATION AND PEDICABS 
WERE CARTING OFF FOOD BROUGHT IN BY TRAIN. A FEW 
INDEPENDENT VEGETABLE STANDS WERE OPEN BUT THERE 
WERE NO LINES FOR FOOD. AT DONGDAN AND CHONGWENMEN 
THERE WERE LARGE GROUPS OF SOLDIERS TALKING WITH 
PEOPLE AND THE SITUATION DID NOT APPEAR TENSE. PLA 
TRUCKS CONTINUE TO BLOCK THE SECOND RING ROAD AT
